But the best plan, devised by 
American technicians, provides for 
the mechanical cushioning of the 
drivers, permitting a minute but 
most valuable amount of side-play. 
Equally interesting is the Krauss- 
Hemholtz device of forming a 
‘* flexible’ bogey by coupling the 
fore-drivers with the leading axle. 
These advances give American 
ro gn unbelievable sweetness and 
delicacy even on the harshest curves. 
But your Irish “ engineer "” thinks 
he is a very deep and stuble 
customer when he puts a bogey fore 
and aft of his locomotives, having 
first rivetted four articulated drivers 
immovably into the middle of the 
frame. I am damn sure that if he had 
his way, with no watchdogs like 
Glenavy to keep him in his place, he 
would build a 34-foot compound with 
eight coupled drivers and eight 
carriers, all locked rigid, and then 
hurl the whole 600 tons of it, with 
4.000 horsepower on the draw-bar, 
at the sharpest curve in the whole 
country. e would afterwards 
regard the mass of steaming wreck- 
age with the philosophic calm of a 
savant who knows he must expect 
reverses in the question for per- 
fection. Men of that calibre are at 
large in our shops and yards every 
ay, giving gross rein to their 
sadistic talents. ‘They do nothing to 
enhance our reputation for gentle- 
ness and culture, and they are not 
using their own money, but yours 
and mine, in their nefarious 
occupations. i

NEW NAME IN IRISH 
SCULPTURE 


The disccvery of a new name in 
Trish sculpture, Dennis Cullen, 
Monaseed (1760-1810), is chronicled 
by Ada Longfield (Mrs. H. G. 
Leask) in the current number of the 
Royal Society of  Antiquaries 
Journal, 

His work became known a few 
years ago when the cutting of 
several trees in the old graveyard 
at Glendalough revealed ah 18th 
century tombstone with an 
elaborately carved Crucifixion scene 
bearing Cullen’s signature. A dozen 
similar specimens were later found 
in the graveyard, and others have 
since been found in various grave- 
yards within reach of the Avonmore 
basin, and one in Rush, Co. Dublin. 
Notable work of the same kind by 
two other sculptors, Miles O’Brien 
and J. Byrne. has been found. in 
Wicklow, Wexford and Carlow. 

The source of the designs used 
on these stones is a mystery. They 
do not resemble the decoration in 
contempcrary religious books, 
though Cullen may have used books 
that are now ‘lost. Another possi- 
bility is that Cullen may have seen 
medieval representations of the 
Crucifixion, though he never 
hesitates to alter the figures and 
symbols in defiance of ri id mediseval 
conventions. Says Mrs. Leask: “ He 
and O’Brien must be credited with 
considerable originality of their own. 
and with developihg a school of 
folk art whith at least gained a 
transient and” local popularity.”’

AN IRISHM 


Service at Gormanston 


I understand that a precedent was 
created at Gormanston camp in 
Co. Meath last Sunday when, for the 
first time since the camp’s establish- 
ment during the former Great War, 
a Church of Ireland Service was 
held there.

Silesia; and she did her utmost te 
square this apparently unsquarab'e 
circle. Her book of reminiscences, 
written after the war, was one of 
the most entertaining and revealing 
decuments of a historic period; for 
she was as witty and intelligent as 
she was beautiful, and her comments 
on men and affairs in Germany were 
penetrating. i 

She was one of the few survivors’ 
of that brilliant society which 
bridged the gap between the late 
Victorian and Fdwardian eras in 
England [ neard recently that one 
of her sons, Count Alexander von 
Hochberg, was working in a Londo 
bank; but I understand tlifat he nov 
is an officer in the Polish Army.
